Ceremony Of Remem- 
brance Held Sunday 
At Ardmore Plant 



Fourteen ■''firmer Autocar em- 
ployes who have been killed in the 
service of their country were hon- 
ored at a "Ceremony of Remem- 
brance" Sunday afternoon at the 
Autocar factory in Ardmore. 

The idea for such a service orig- 
inated with the Autocar Union. 
Local 131, United Automobile 
Workers, CIO. whose president, 
David P. Mawhinney. of Navberth, 
read the list of 14 names. Princi- 
pal speaker was Autocar's presi- 
dent, Robert P. Pane, Jr., whose 
own son. Marine Lieutenant Peter 
Mayo Page, was among those 
honored. 

"It is particularly fitting." de- 
clared Page, "that we men and 
women of this war plant should 
be gathered here today to pay 
sincere and most heartfelt tribute 
to the personal memories of our 
friends who have fallen in the 
terrible conflict that now afflicts 
the whole world. 

"No music is sublime enough, 
no words are adequate, no cere- 
mony is sufficiently impressive 
to symbolize the glory of their 
deaths — their supreme sacrifice. It 
was their part to fill those places 
to which the country assigned 
them in its hour of peril. 'With no 
complaint, of the far easier lots 
that had fallen to others, they fol- 
lowed where duty led and sacri- 
ficed all they had— their youth, 
their courage, their fondest hopes 
for the future, their rightful ex- 
pectancy of life itself.

They call for the erection of a 
permanent memorial, possibly in 
the middle of the roadway at the 
intersection of Youngsford and 
Righters Mill Rds., Gladwyne. It 
is to be financed largely by volun- 
tary public subscriptions. Already 
the sum of $685.50 is available for 
the project. Expenses to date 
amount to but $5.20. 

Captain George Vander Veur is 
chairman of the memorial com- 
mittee with Harry Clements as 
secretary.

Stuart Bell, Mrs. Bella 
Halberstadt, Mrs. Alice Wharten- 
by and John Gray. 

The memorial will list the 
names of all veterans, together 
with their rank, of World War 2 
as well as veterans of World War 
1, the Spanish-American War and 
the Civil War.

The military ballot canvass will 
begin Flag Day, June 14. and is to 
be completed by June 28. it was 
announced by E. Russel Matz, 
chairman of the Montgomery 
County Council of Defense. 

Election board judges and in- 
spectors of Montgomery County's 
191 election districts will sit on 
Military Ballot Day. July 7. which 
was set by Governor Edward Mar- 
tin, to receive the lists compiled

through the Civilian Defense can- 
vass as well as individual requests 
for listings. Schools or instruc- 
tions will be given local election 
boards by the County Board of 
Election prior to July 7. 

Chairmen of the local councils 
of defense of the various town- 
ships and boroughs of the county 
received information on the can- 
vassing procedure at a meeting 
Thursday night at the Court 
House, called by County Chairman 
Matz. All local councils of the 
county were represented. 

He emphasized the various steps 
which must be completed locally 
prior to the start of the canvass. 
They are as follows: 

1. Local council chairmen are 
to call meetings of their organ- 
izations at which the procedure is 
to be explained, a director named 
for each voting district and can- 
vassers appointed. 

2. Credential cards for canvas- 
sers must be filled out by the local 
chairman. 

As many canvassers may be 
used as local chairmen think best. 
There is no limit established. In 
fact, the canvass may be complet- 
ed as soon after June 14 as con- 
venient, instead of stretching out 



until June 29. the established 
deadline. 

An Act of Assembly, passed at 
the recent special session of the 
Legislature, rovised the proce- 
dure for military absentee ballots 
by eliminating registration provi- 
sions and providing that such bal- 
lots be sent by the county boards 
of election to all persons in the 
armed forces or in organizations 
attached to and serving with the 
armed forces of the United States. 

Under this new law, the State 
Council of Defense was given the 
task of obtaining the names, mili- 
tary addresses- and other infor- 
mation of siirh persons. 

There are more than 25,000 res- 
idents of Montgomery County 
strving with the armed forces. 

Instructions for canvassers, pro- 
mulgated by the State Council of 
Defense, read, in part: 

1. Canvass only the area as- 
signed you. 

2. Show your credential card, 
if commissioned by Civilian De- 
fense. 

■ 3. Fill out the form yourself,, 
after asking the necessary ques- 
tions of an adult member of the 
family, if possible. 

4. Print, don't write, the an- 
swers. 

5. Ask no questions and secure 
no information not required by 
the form. 

6. Do not discuss politics. 

7. Visit every residence within 
your assiened area. 

8. Leave change of address 
cards at the home of each absen- 
tee voter recorded. (These are to 
be forwarded by the family on

What About Worms? 

Worms can be a real problem. 
There are many kinds and varieties 
of them but all worms are alike in 
one respect — they live only to eat 
and prow. As a result, worms take 
many times their weitrtit in jrarden 
stuff. Even worse is the messy trail 
they leave behind with corn ears 
spoiled, cabbape heads damajred, 
and many products, unpalatable 
from their chewing. The worst 
damage from worms, however, 
comes from the destruction of plant 
foliage, thus slowing up growth and 
reducin.fr the yield of the crop or 
even destroying it entirely. Any 
worm in your garden is an enemy 
— go after him. 

Where Do Worms Come From? 

When you see millers fluttering 
about the jrarden, you may think 
the sight beautiful, but watch out 
for worms a little later. The millers 
are there to lay eggs. Some times 
the intermediate forms are not true 
worms in the scientific sense hut 
the damage is the same and the 
treatment is also the same. They 
must be sprayed or dusted with an 
effective insecticide. 

How Can Cabbage Worms Re 
Killed With the Least Trouble? 

The best way to protect the gar- 
den from cabbage worms is by 
spraying a stomach poison mixed 
with water on the growing plants. 
This leaves a coating of poison over 
the cabbage head that is sure death 
to the worms. The cheapest and 
most efficient material for such 
poisoning is common lead arsenate 
to be had at any store selling gar- 
den supplies. If you are spraying 
with Black Leaf 40 for aphids on 
cabbage, you will control the cab- 
bage worm also.

OWI REPORTS ON FOOD SITUATION 

Although farm population of the United States is four million 
less than during the last war, American farmers produced 47 per 
cent more food in 1943 than in 1918, the Office of War Informa- 
tion said in reporting need for four million volunteer farm workers 
until after harvest this year. With the aid of the War Food Admin- 
istration and the Office of Price Administration, OWI reported on 
the current food situation. Comparing this year with last: apples, 
peaches, pears and cherries will be more plentiful; slightly less fluid 
milk and cream will be consumed; less chicken will be available; eggs 
will continue plentiful. Other highlights: wartime increases of in- 
come and food have enabled millions of Americans to increase their 
diets; rationing will be needed until the war is won; current point- 
free meats will remain reasonably plentiful, with some cut of better 
grades less plentiful; the present point holiday on canned vegetables 
is only temporary and on some meats may be temporary; the 1943-44 
citrus fruit production will be 10 per cent higher than last year; the 
last half of 1944 will show less butter and lard, but more margarine, 
shortening and vegetable oils than during the first half; sugar supply 
is adequate but no increase in household allotments is in sight this 
year. For nutritional reasons, the report recommends home pro- 
duction of Vitamin C-rich foods, such as tomatoes, and consumption 
of milk, meat and enriched cereals as sources of riboflavin and niacin. 

WEATHER STRIPING FOR HOMES 

Weather stripping felt and the wood to keep stripping rigid will 
be in good supply at retail stores, the War Production Board said. 
A fair amount of zinc for stripping double hung windows will be 
available, as well as Insulating mineral wool and asphalt roofing, 
which should be ordered now, before the Fall rush for these mate- 
rials, WPB says. Rubber and copper weather stripping are not 
available for the individual consumer. 

VOLUNTEERS CHECK FOOD PRICES 

About 90,000 more volunteers are needed to continue the price 
control program, OPA says. More than 40,000 price panel volun- 
teers recently visited 386,289 food stores in this nation-wide drive to 
tell community grocers about price control and help them comply 
with OPA regulations. Some volunteers in rural areas worked under 
considerable hardship, OPA points out. On an island in Lake Michi- 
gan, reached only by mail plane, arrangements were made with the 
mail plane pilot to check the four stores located there. In Plaque- 
mines Parish, Louisiana, boats were used to survey stores in swamp 
areas. And, in some rural mountain communities, price panel volun- 
teers walked 10 to 12 miles to carry out the compliance program. 
The survey showed 166,785 price violations on the 10 food items 
checked and 448,041 price posting violations. 

GAS FOR FARM VOLUNTEERS 

Persons who volunteer for spare-time labor on farms and in food 
processing plants this Summer may apply for special gasoline rations 
to get to and from this work, OPA announces. The applicant must 
arrange to carry at least four persons, including the driver (or as 
many as the car will hold), and must show there is no other ade- 
quate transportation. 

REEMPLOYMENT FOR VETERANS 

To be entitled to reemployment rights under the Selective Train- 
ing and Service Act of 1940, the veteran must be honorably dis- 
charged and must apply for reemployment "within 40 days after he 
is relieved from training and service, according to National Head- 
quarters of Selective Service. A soldier placed, in inactive status and 
transferred to the Enlisted Reserve Corps at his own request to en- 
gage in essential industry, loses his reemployment rights if he does 
not apply to his former employer for reinstatement within 40 days 
after his transfer. A veteran has recourse to the courts to collect 
back pay if his reinstatement is improperly delayed by the employer. 
SUGAR STAMP 37 INVALID 

Sugar Stamp 37 in War Ration Book 4 will never be used, OPA 
announced. Because many housewives mistakenly sent this stamp to 
their local boards when applying for home canning sugar, instead of 
the correct stamp — Spare Stamp 37 — OPA has announced that Sugar 
Stamp 37 will not be used at all, so that no one will suffer for this 
mistake. 

ROUND-UP 

After the recent lowering of the age limits for Merchant Marine 
trainees, more than 7,000 young men, between 16 and 17 l /i years 
old, applied at U. S. Maritime Service enrollment offices, and about 
600 have already been ordered to report to training stations. . . All 
War Food Administration restrictions of farm slaughter of livestock 
and delivery of meat have been removed. 

WPB reports: A proposal for limited resumption of the manu- 
facture of shotguns, rifles, pistols and revolvers have been submitted 
to WPB. . . There is no prospect of authorizing the production of 
any new radio receiving sets for- civilians this year. . . A tentative 
production goal of 9,464,000 tons of normal superphosphate for the 
agricultural year, 1944-45, has been approved by the Chemicals 
Bureau. 

OPA says: Watermelon prices to be established soon will mean 
a sharp reduction at retail from last season's inflated prices. . . Lard 
iias been removed from all rationing restrictions, since the present 
supply is considered adequate for all civilian needs. . . The old-type 
B and C gasoline ration coupons — B-2 and C-2 without serial num- 
bers may not be used by consumers on and after June 1.

A U. S. BOMBER STATION IN ENGLAND. — These are some of 
the boys who have been blasting out our invasion path on the contin- 
ent of Europe. For nearly a year they have been hammering at the 
wall of defense the Germans have thrown up. How well they have 
blasted we will know before the Summer is over. 

They are a squadron of B-26 Marauder bombers. They are repre- 
sentative of the entire mighty weight of the tactical bombers of the 
Ninth air force. I have come to spend a few days with them because 
I wanted to get a taste of the pre-invasion assault from the air 
standpoint before we get a mouthful of the invasion proper from the 

ground.

By now 
daylight had" come and everything 
below was clear and spectacular. 

I stayed in the nose until we 
were well on the way home, and 
then crawled back and sat in the 
copilot's seat beside Chief Collins. 
The sun came out. the air was 
smooth, and it was wonderful fly- 
ing along there over England so 
early in the morning. 

THE RETURN TRIP- 
IN THE COPILOT'S SEAT 

We came back over our home 
airdrome, peeled off one by one. 
and landed. Red Dog stayed up 
in the nose during the landing, so 
I stayed in the copilot's seat. 
Landing is about the most dan- 
gerous part of flying, yet it's the 
one sensation I love most, espe- 
cially when riding up front. 

Chief put the big plane down 
so easily we hardly knew when 
the wheels touched.

Court Sustained 
In Libel Case 

No Proof Of Injury 
To Reputation, 
Says Judge 

The State Supreme Court re- 
cently handed dewn a decision at 
Harrisburg, in the case of Ray- 
mond A. Sarkees against the 
Wamer-West Corporation, of Up- 
per Darby, which is an action in 
libel. The Supreme Court sustain- 
ed the opinion of President Judge 
A. D. MacDade, in sustaining de- 
fendant's demurrer, who said: 

"The only connection which this 
publication has with the plaintiff 
is the implication that the plain- 
tiff is a present or former tenant. 
There is absolutely nothing in the 
publication to indicate or suggest 
in any manner the reasons why 
these premises, presently or form- 
erly occupied by the plaintiff, are 
now available for rent. . ... The ; 
fact that a business man does not 
remain indefinitely at one location 
is not a novelty. There is nothing 
insidious, improper or indicative 
of any lack of success for a busi- 
ness house to move. Merchants 
may be presumed to move to 
bigger and better quarters just as 
readily as they would move to in- 
ferior quarters or close out their 
business." 

"If the publication complained 
of is not in fact libelous, it can- 
not be made so by an innuendo 
which puts an unfair and forced 
construction on the interpretation 
of the publication. The folder and 
matters contained therein, when 
taken in their usual and ordinary 
sense, could not be understood by 
those who read it as disparaging 
or damaging the plaintiff's reput- 
ation; and there is nothing in the 
folder itself or the statement of 
claim to justify the meaning as- 
cribed in the innuendo. The de- 
murrer was properly sustained.
